After all the work done on the Southern Hotel 
tragedy since 10:30 a. m. yesterday the police are 
stillas far from finding the murderer as ever. 

The police are now convinced that the case is one 
of treacherous murder, attended by robbery; that 
Maxwell is the myrderer, and that the dead man is 
Preller. The Russian photograph found in Preller’s 
trunk was shown among the help at the Southern 
Hotel and positively identified as a picture of the 
last occupant of room No. i44. Mr. F. D. Seward 
with A. S. Aloe & Co., optic ans, was also shown 
the two photographs found in the effects, and 
without hesitation pronounced them the pictures of 
two men he had seen in the store. On last Friday 
a week aco Preller and Maxwell called at the store, 
and Maxwell proposed selling a lot of articles he 
had at the hotel. He then stated that 
he was short of funds. He offered 
fop sale two Woodbury stereoptican 
lanterns; four-inch double pla»o-convex and con- 
tractive acromatic combination portrait lenses; G. 
Smith's patent lamp, ninety-cand!e power, etc., all 
complete; one ten- ſaot square seamless screen, and 
a lecturer's lamp, with bell and signal and views 
and glasses. The sale was not effected at the time. 
The same day it was ascertained that he 
called at Hess & Culbertson’s store, on 
Fourth street near Chestnut, and proposed 
piedging his watch and chain, stating that he was 
hard up. These men say they are not mistaken 
about the identity of the man, who impressed him- 
self on their memory. On the following Monday Mr. 
Seward says that Maxwell came alone and pur- 
chased a pair of gold rim spectacles for $8 and a 
field glass for 8, displaying a bundle 
of money, which Mr. Seward estimates at 
one thousand dollars, in making the payment. 
Chief Burke showed the photographs to Mr. Sew- 
ard. On secing Preller's picture he said, “I recog- 
nize that as one of the men who came on Friday. 
The other pictureIam positive beyond any doubt 
is the photograph of the man who proposed to sell 
me the lanterns, and who came back alone on Mon- 
day to purchase the gasses. The. same 
man who called to pawn his 
watch at Hesse & Culbertson’s place 
returned on Monday and purchaseda ring with a 
small diamond set for $25, anda flute for $8 He 
displaved a roll of bills in making the payment. 
At the tieket office of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco office in the same block Maxwell was re- 
membered as having purchaseda ticket to San 
Francisco as described elsewhere, showing a hun- 
dred dollar bill in 
His manner attracted 
the time. Entering the office 
“Give mean unlimited first-class ticket to San 
Francisco.” Thé ticket was prepared and given to 
him. He paid $116 for it and left without any 
further conversation. The ticket sold was No. 23. 
form 29. bearing office stamp of April 6. As soon as 
this was ascertained a telegram was forwarded to 
Chief of Police Crowley of San Francisco. directing 
him to examine stubs at the office of Superintendent 
Goodman. If Maxwell went through to San Francisco 
stub is on file in the office there bearing Maxwell's 
signature or some namein his writing. An accu- 
rate description of Maxwell was forwarded last 
night, and as no ship leaves before to-morrow, his 
capture is not at all improbable.

PORTER FRAIM TALKS. 

A Post-Dispaton reporter called this morning at 
the Southern and had a chat with Billy Fraim, the 
porter who on Monday morning, April 6, helped 
Dr. Lennox-Maxwell put his trunk on the omnibus. 
Mr. Fraim, whoisavery bright young man and 
hus a very clear memory of what happened on that 
occasion, said: 

About 8 o'clock Monday morning before last I 
was called to go to room 144 and help the occupant, 
Dr. Lennox-Maxwell. who, it was stated, was going 
to leave the house that morning, I went up to the 
room, and, finding the door ajar, 
entered. Dr. Lennox-Maxwell was not in 
and the floor was all littered over with clothes 
which had been taken from the Doctor's trunk, the 
zinec-covered one in which the body was found, 
which stood up against the wall and was fastened 
and tied with a rope and straps.” 

“How do you know that the clothes about the 
floor were taken from that trunk?” 

“Because it was the only trunk in the room. 
There were also two valises in the room, but the 
quantity of clothes was too great for them to con- 
tain. I looked at the trunk and could not heip re- 
marking that it was remarkably well tied; a hotel 
porter could not have done a better job.” 

“Did vou touch the trunk?” 

“I did. I befted it.” 

“And?” 

“It was heavy. It contained something.” 

Then that trunk bad been emptied of its con- 

tents—the clothes lying around on the floor—and 

thev had been replaced by something else.“

HOW HE BOUGHT HIS TICKET. 

It was between 7 and 8 o'clock on the morning of 

Monday, the 6th, that Maxwell purchased his ticket 
for San Francisco at the general tick et office of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco road, corner of Fourth 
and Chestnut streets. It wassold to him by Mr. 
Samuel A. Hughes, the ticket agent, who was seen 
by a Post-Dispatca reporter this morning. 
“I don’t know Mr. Maxwell,” said he, “but by 
cousulting my records, I find that I did sell one 
first-class ticket from St. Louis to San Francisco on 
Monday last, and I remember the circumstances 
under which I sold it.“ 

Was it a limited ticket?” 

“No; unlimited.” 

“Then the purchaser could stop off at any point 
along the road he might desire!“ 

“Certainly. If he went through be got to San 
Francisco last Sunday evening, but these tickets en- 
able tourists to stop off at points of interest, and 
he may have done that.” 

“What manner of man was he?“ 

“I paid very little attention to his appearance, 
but his conduct made a strong impression 
on my memory. Usually when peo- 
ple desire to purchase a ticket costing 
su ch a large amount, they spend some time in talk- 
ing about it and making inquiries before making 
the purchase. In the present case, however, the 
man walked briskly into the office, and, without 
asking a question, said: 

Give me a ticket and a berth to San Francisco.“ 

„He at the same time took a $100 bill from his 
pocket, and threw it down on the counter. I told 
him the price of a first-class ticket with sleeper was 
$116, and I think he gave me a $20 bill in addition 
to his $100 bill, and I gave him $4 change.” 

“What berth did he take!“ 

“His railroad ticket was No. 23, his Pullman 
ticket No. 39, and his berth was either No. 6 or No. 
8, about the center of the car.” 

“Did he state his name?” 

“No, but he had to sign his name to the ticket, 
you know. and my recollection is quiet positive 
that the name signed was Maxwell. The ticket, 
however, will show, as it must now be in the pos- 
session of our agents at San Francisco, providing 
he has arrived there.” 

“You dont know where he stopped?” 

“No, except that when lie went out he turned to- 
ward the Southern Hotel, and that he did not ar- 
range to have a bus call for him, which is an indi- 
cation that he stopped at some place where calls 
are made without special order. As soon as he 
went out I remarked to some of the boys here that 
hat fellow was full of business, as be wasted no 
time in talking about the price or the route. A 
good many Englishmen are traveling West now, so 
he did not occasion much further comment. The 
conductor of the Pullman who runs from here to 
Halstead, Kan., and then doubies back to St 
Louis, doubtless has the man's name on his record,

I noticed that 
the case was new and the leather stiff. It 
could not have been in use very long. We 
wept into the smoker and while there he talked 
in a foolish manner about buying Turkish women. 
One of his hearers suggested that it might bea 
good idea to buy a car load. The Englishman, 
speaking seriously, replied that he was afraid such 
practices were not permitted by the laws of this 
country. He showed me his ticket to San Fran- 
cisco, and wanted to know if he could stop off. It 
wasa through ticket. He said that from San 
Francisco he was going to New Zealand on business 
forthe Turkish Government. I thought he was 
crazy, his conversation being so foolish and utterly 
devoid of sense. The talk drifted on to firearms, 
and pulling up his vest he showed me a leather 
filed with cartridges, and putting his hand back on 
his hip pocket, he started to take out his pistol, but 
I asked him not to for fear of an accident, and he 
desisted. He said that his pistol was a 
blue bronzed colt, and that he had carried it all 
the time he was in St. Louis.

AT THE MORGUE. 

This morning the Morgue building was thrown 
open and the body of the dead man found yester- 
day at the Southern again exposed for identifica- 
tion. All day long a crowd of curious men, women 
and children crowded into the public room to stare 
on the hideous sight within. A choice was shown 
for the positions nearest the ghastly spectacle, and 
as groups of satiated sicht-seers edged of from 
the casing in front of the slab, the 
eager crowd behind pressed into the gap to feast 
their hungry eyes on the repulsive corpse. The 
late comers, who stood on the edge of the crowd, 
craned their necks and pressed forward a step at 
every move in the forward part of the crowd. 

To-day the features of the dead man were more 
recognizable than yesterday. The putrid swell- 
ings have subsided, and the _ shrinking 
skin has bursted the water blisters, 
making the features less horrible and more familiar 
to those who saw the man before his 
death. To-day Merrit K. Noble, the day clerk, 
and Harry Arlington, captain of the dining-room 
watch at the hotel, viewed the body again, and 
each expressed his belief that the deceased is C. A. 


Prelier. 
THE POLICE HARD AT WORK. 


The police worked diligently on the case yester- 
day but their efforts were principally devoted 
towards the identification of the two men s upposed 
to have been the actors in the tragedy. Every ar- 
ticle of wearing apparel, letter, book and paper 
was closely noted, as each served as a cle to the 
identity of the two men. This morning there was 
no doubt but that the missing men were C. Arthur 
Preller and Dr. Maxwell, but whether the dead man 
is Preller or Maxwell is a matter of much less cer- 
tainty. 

Dr. J. C. Nidelet, who made a post mortem exam- 
ination on the dead body, was shown a photograph 
known to be Preller's. and said: “Although the 
mustache has been shaved and the features are dis- 
colored and distorted, I have no hesitation in saying 
that this photograph is one taken of the deceased a 
short time before his death. I recognize the upper 
portion of the face as identical in formation with 
that of the dead man when in normal condition." 

Mr. L. Bauman of the Bauman Jewelry Compa- 
py was no less positive about the identification of 
Maxwell. When shown a photograph taken in 
Moscow, Russia, and found among Preller's effects, 
be said that it was the photograph of a man he met 
on the St. Lonis and San Francisco train going to 
Springfield, Mo., on last Tuesday night. Detective 
Sheahan collected all the writing and selected from 
the heterogeneous heap of goodsin the property 
room at the Four Courts those articles 
which will best serve the purpose of identification. 
Among the things found in the room was a short 
saw and an English walking shoe marked 71454. 
The mate to the shoe could not be found, although 
the trunks and room were searched carefully for it. 
This piece of evidence is of more importance than 
would seem at first. The body in the trunk had no 
clothing on excepta pair of drawers, and no trace 
was obtained of the rest of the apparel except the 
shoe. It is probable that Maxwell disposed of the 
clothing or carried it away with him, but in his 
hurry missed the single shoe which was found and 
is now at the Four Courts. 


THE CHASE IN SAN FRANCISCO.

Ban Francisco, CAU. April 15.—On receipt of a 
dispatch from Chief Harrigan last night, Chief 
Crowley, Captain Lees and otber officers set about 
immediately to find some clew of the supposed 
murderer, They were at work all nicht. 
It was ascertained that a young man 
conforming closely to Maxwell's description had 
arrived here last Saturday afternvon and stopped 
at the Palace Hotel.

TRE DOCTOR'S HOTEL NEIGHBORS. 
An examination of the Southern Hotel registers 


shows that on the Sunday afternoon when in all 
probability the murder occurred, the rooms on each 
side of 144 were in the possession of guests. Room 
146 was occupied by Mr. Wm. K. Ross, a New York 
traveling man in the hardware line, who was as- 
signed to that room March 30, and remained there 
until the evening of April5. During the might of 
April 5, the room was not occupied. Room 142 was 
occupied by James Hagerman of Topeka, Kan., 
from March 30 to April4. The night of April 4 it 
was not occupied, but on the morning of April 5, Mr. 
A. M. Bailey, a flour man of Minneapolis, was 
assigned to itand occupied it until the next morn- 
ing. Where these gentiemen couid now be located 
it is impossible to tell: it would, however, be inter- 
esting to hear from them on the subject of wheth- 
er, while they were in their rooms,they heard what, 
in the light of later developments, might be con- 
strued as suspicious noises.

WHAT OWENS KNOWS. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New Yorx, April 15.—Mr. Richard Owens, who 
gave Prelier letters of introduction to people in St. 
Louis, said to the Post-Dispatca correspondent to- 
day: “I am positive that Mr. Preller was nota 
member of or in any way connected with any 
Nihilistic or Socialistic organization. He was of an 
extremely mild, retiring disposition, and a devout 
Christian, the last man in the world to be connected 
with any such society. He first came to America 
in May, 1883, bringing a letter of introduction from 
the Dalston Road Church of the Christian Brethren 
in London. He took a great deal of interest in city 
mission work and spent many evenings with me at 
the Howard Mission, the Water Street Mission, and 
in going through the slums of this city. He always 
had plenty of money with him, and I understood 
that he traveled for pleasure. He had samples of 
fine upholsterers’ ware from his father's firm in 
London, but business wasa minor consideration, 
and he said that as long as he made his expenses he 
was satisfied. He had been all over the world, 
and, although not very talkative, he occasionally 
spoke of what he bad seen abroad. He spent three 
months in visiting Philadelphia, Washington, Bos- 
ton and Canadian cities, and then returned to Lon- 
don. Since then he has been back and forth between 
England and America several times. He last came 
to New York about six weeks ago. He stayed at 
the Union Square for a short time, but complained 
of the noise there and removed to the Belvidere 
House to find quieter quarters. He was almost ef- 
feminate in his dread of excitement and often ex- 
pressed a wish to be through with his travels and 
find some retired spot where he could settle 
down. “All I want,” he said, “is 
my music and my Newbury Bible, 
and [am satisfied.” Two weeks ago he started on 
a trip across the country via St. Louis to San Fran- 
c sco, where he wastotake asteamer for Austra- 
lia and New Zealand. Just before starting he re- 
ceived atelegram from Maxwell dated Chicago, 
making an appointment to meet him in St. Louis. 
“Who is Mr. Maxwell?” 
“I believe he is a younger son of Somerset Max- 
well. Lord Farnham of England, and is a man of 
high standing in the English aristocracy.” 
“Was he connected with any of the Socialistic 
organizations?" 
“No, be was not. It is preposterous to think of 
dim in any such connection. It is barely possible, 
though, that some Nihilist killed. Mr. Preller by 
mistake. He was of extremely dark complexion, 


would take him for an Englishman. 
He looked very much like a Russian or Pole. I 
have an idea that perhaps be went into some of 
the worst quarters of St. Louis in search of infor- 
mation regarding mission work, and that some- 
thing he accidentally saw or overheard led to his 
murder. Mr. Preller has distant cousins living in 
Brooklyn and in this city, but he seldom visited 
them. He was so devoted to his religion that he 
preferred Christian companionship to that of his 
own kin.” 
Mr. Owens said further that Mr. Preller had busi- 
ness dealings with Eliiot & Bulkley of 402 E. Four- 
street, and with the Kursheedt Manufactur- 
Company of 190 S. Fifth avenue. Mr. Kursheedt 
stated to yOur correspondent that be had been at 
Mr. Preller's office in London, but was unable to 
give any information about him in this country. 
The clerk at the Motel Belvidere, Fourth avenue 
and Eighteenth street. remembers Mr. Preller very 
well. He seemed very busy while at the hotel, and 
was always bringing packages in and out. He re- 
eeived a large mail every day, and had plenty of 
money. Preller took special pains to prevent the 
porter at the Belvidere from assisting in the pack- 
ing of his trunks, only letting him into the room 
when they were all ready for moving. 
4 STATEMENT FROM PRELLER'S COUSIN. § 
By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 
New Yorn, April 15—Frank Schlensinger, a 
partner inthe firm of H. Sallenbache & Co., silk 
importer, 476 and 478 Broome street, is a cousin of 
C, A. Prelier, whose remains are supposed to be at 
the Morgue in St. Louis. This morning Mr. 
Schlensinger said to the Post-Duspaton correspond- 
ent: 
“Mr. Preller and Mr. Maxwell arrived together at 
Boston inthe Cephalonia on January 21. After 
traveling about the country for some time, they 
parted, Mr. Preller coming to this city, where be 
had business to attend to. He stopped at the Union 
Square and Belvidere Hotels while here. 
He was a traveling salesman for the house of J. H. 
Dixon, manufacturers of decorative fabrics, at 
Bradford, England. He was 87 years old aod un- 
married. .There are several distant relatives living 
in this country, but I am the nearest of them 
and I am only a third cousin. I looked after his in- 
terests in this city. His parents are living in Lon- 
don, England. His father is engaged in business 
there, but I really do not know what the 
nature of it is. Maxwell did not come to 


up regular correspondence with him. I never saw 
Maxweil, but I was given to understand that he was 
a baronet, and was on bis way to Australia, where 
he intended to settle down and practice 
his profession. I was told he wasa physician. My 
cousin seemed to think e great deal of him. Mr. 
Preller left New York a fortnight ago, and in due 
course of time seems to have joined Maxwell im St. 
“Do you believe that the body found 
in the trunk atthe Southern Hotel is that of your 
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Parties oontemplating to decorate their houses with

“What steps have you taken in connection with 
the case? 
“I have consulted with Inspector Byrnes, and he 
is to take agtive measures to clear up the mystery, 
in connection with the authorities of St. Louis.

“No, and will not be until I have received some 
kind of a report from Inspector Byrnes. I have an 
appointment with him this afternnoon.”

A POSSIBLE POINTER. 

The following spec al telegram was received at a 
late hour last night, and is thought to have some 
bearing on the case: 
Santa Fx, N. M., April 14—Passengers who left 
on the A., T. & S. F. Pacific express at 1:03 at Lamy 
Junction to-day, and arrived at this city at 3 p. m.. 
bring meagre details of a mysterious shooting affair 
between two men, which occurred on 
the train near Cooledge, Kansas, yesterday, 
and the description which is given of one of the 
participants leads many to the belief, since the an- 
nouncement of to-day’s Southern Hotel mystery ap- 
peared in the evening papers, that possibly the 
smooth-faced, blonde-haired, dudisa young 
Englishman, who figured in this shooting, is the 
identical Walter H. Lennox-Maxweil, wanted in St. 
Louis as participant in the hotelhorror. The young 
Englishman was nervous and restless. The porter 
said from the time he entered the car at Kansas 
City be took an upper right-hand berth in the 
rear car, and the berth at the other extreme end 
of the car was taken by an elderly man ot He- 
brew extrłotion, richiy dressed, and apparently a 
wealtby man. : 
Tne two men acted as if entire strangers, never 
speaking or exchanging glances, as far as the pass- 
engers observed. After riding in the same coach 
two days the Englishman became noticeably more 
restless, walking up and down the aisle of the car, 
and while thus engaged about dusk last night he 
stopped suddenly withip a few feet of the seat oc- 
cupied by the other man, turned and fired three 
pistol shots in rapid succession. Passengers sprang 
to the rescue, and the Englishman threw the weapon 
through the car window, but before doing so he 
sprang at the terror-stricken yet smiliag man whom 
he had attacked with a mysterious exclamation: 
J shot to kill. Lou won't break up another 
family; nor will you auy longer follow me.” 
Both men seemed greatly agitated, but the man 
who was shot said nothing beyond stating that he 
had never seen the man before, and the English- 
man just as positive that he didn't know the man 
he had shot. The wounds are slight, the bullets 
baving entered the arm and hand. The English 
man is thought to be insane, and was taken off the 
train at West Las Animas, Col., and turned over to 
the authorities, he having first taken the pames 
and addresses of all the passengersin the car, but 
declined to give his own name, The wounded man 
was also particularly reticent, simply saying that

The 
84th Psalm is marked “The blessedness of worship- 
ers en route to Bion.“ Greek interpolations were 
frequent, and notes were to be found on almost 
every page. Among Preller’s papers were two 
drafts, one for £100, payable to J. H. Dixon, and 
signed Kidder, Seaborg & Co., London, and the 
other on the Federal Bank of Canada for £300, pay- 
able to the order of James Burges & Sons. 
NOT LORD FARNHAM'S SON. 
In another column will be found the statement 
of Mr Owens that W. H. L. Maxwell was a younger 
son of Lord Farnham. Burke's Peerage makes no 
mention of any person who would fit either in 
name or age with the Maxwell for whom the St. 
Louis police are searching so anxiously. Lord 
Farnham’s family name is Maxwell, but he is 
a man nearly 8 years old, and he 
has no son named Walter. The 
name Lennox does not occur in any part of the 
Farnham pedigree, nor is there any Maxwell given 
either in the “Peerage” or the “Landed Gentry,” 
whose name or arms correspond at all with the late 
guest of the Southern. W. H. L. Maxwell, the 
missing man, used for a crest a lion with one paw 
raised; the seal and its impressions have been 
found among his effects. Lord Farnham's crest is 
a buck’s head erosed proper, and no other Max- 
wall has a lion in the family crest. 
THE CORRESPONDENCE. 
The letters found in Preller's trunks are not of a 
pature to throw much light upon the tragedy, The 
. chiefly from Maxwell to Preller, and, 
while begin rather formally, they are 
ing and friendly—just such letters as — — 
would write to another. Dating from 1808 Wash. 
ington street, Boston, February 20, 1835, Maxwell 


says: 

There is a sitting-room here and I was introduced 
to the girls the first night I was here They are 
nice, pleasant people and taking all together am 
very comfortabie; but, as I said before, I do not like 
o stay in America, and I intend to go to New 
Zealand. I have written to Fagland for money 
and as soon as it arrives lam off. I don’t suppose 
that I shall ever finally settle down until I get mar 
ried, and I don’t think there is much of a chance of 
my doing that at present. * * * It has been 
very cold here lately, but not 80 cold as ip Russia, 
andi very much astonished the natives by not

wearing anovercoat. They did not seem to be able 
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to tumble to it. Norris and Skinner have both 
invited me to go up to their homes, but as yet I 
have not done so. 1 have been

From the same place writing onthe same day 
Maxwell says: 

“I have been making inquiries, and find that we 
can get reg tickets here to Frisco for $64 25, 
or if we start at 8a. M., for $61 5. We can havea 
sleeper free from St. Louis. Trans run every day. 
Journey takes about ten days, and people of similar 
class are put together, so that we would not have to 
discuss, sleep or eat with the dirty Irish or German 
pigs. Where do you intend to start from, Boston or 
New York?” 


This would seem to show that Maxwell 
wanted Preller to travel on an emigrant ticket; it 
isnot possible otherwise to understand the figures 
given. Still, if this were so, it is not easy to under- 
stand how the sleeper could be got. This letter 
goes to show that Maxwell was either consciously 
or unconsciously deceiving Preller. On Marh 9, 
writing from the same place in Boston, Maxwell 
says: , 

1508 Wasntneton Street, Bostox, March 9.—My 
Dran PRELLER: Things are moving along about the 
same as usual since you were here. I am gradually 
getting a very fair practice together, and have been 
thinking of hanging outa shingle at Allerton. I 
know several people there, and should only have 
one opponent, a gentleman who already has more 
work to do than he is able, and besides he is getting 
elderly. Iwent down to Young’s yesterday, but 
they had nothing from England, no mail having 
arrived. We are having splendid weather here just 
now, and indeed it appears as if it would continue. 
I have been around to Campbell's several times 
since you left,and the young lady (the cashier) is 
very gracious justnow. Iam rather inclined to 
think that she could showa nice temper if she 
thought proper. I was reading Perseus this morn- 
ing, and came across a passage I thought was 
almost equal if not quite to anyof the Bible 
teachings, but a rather new reading: “Let 
them get wives when they are worn out and need 
nursing I went to the Globe Theater yesterday 
afternoon and saw Over the Garden Wall,” I don't 
thiak anything about it. It is a frightfully absurd 
thing. and kept the audience in a continual roar. I 
must have been very stupid, as I could not make out 
what they were laughing at. Miss Mary is still in 
the land of the living, but I cannot say how long sbe 
willbe, She is considerably better than she was. 
I do not expect myself that she will live long, 
though it is possible that she may exist for some 
time.

WHAT IS THE PENALTY FOR KILLING? 

This afternoon Allington of the Southern Hotel 
called at the Coroner's office and amended his state- 
ment about the case.

THE INQUEST POSTPONED. 

Coroner Nidelet has postponed the inquest on the 

murdered man who was found inthe trunk at the 


Southern Hotel yesterday, indefinitely ;$in the mean 


time, all that science can do to restore the corpse 
to the appearance which it wore when death came 
is being done. A reporter saw Dr. Nidelet, the 
Coroner, and asked him what he was doing in the 


case. “It makes no difference,” said the doctor, 
“when the inquest will be held. I don't 
see any reason for haste in the matter. 
The longer we hold off the more 


chance there is that something will develop which 
will give us ground to stand upon in this inquiry. 
My idea is that nothing will be lost by waiting 
awhile.” 

“And what are you doing now!“ 

“The work of the Coroner’s office just now is con- 
centrated on restoring the corpse,” said the Coro- 
ner. We have injected embalming fluid into all 
the cavities of the body, and the face is now being 
saturated with spirits of camphor. As 
the matter now stands the swell- 
ing has gone down and the body has resumed 
its normal proportions. The question now is to re- 
store the face to its normal color; I think we will 
accomplish that much, anyhow."

THE HOTEL MURDER. 


may become one of the most perplexing of mur 
der mysteries, But the more significant facts 
as ascertained so far make it simply a remark- 
able case of murder for money; of murder com- 
mitted by an M. D., and suggesting some of 
the strange features of the celebrated Webster- 
Parkman tragedy, , 

The papers found in the trunks indicate that 
Dr. W. H. L. MXWIIL of London, England, 
came over in the same ship with Mr. C. A. 
PRELLER of the same city, and kept up com- 
munication with him after they had separated 
in this country. According to a New York 
acqaintance of his, Mr. PRELLER was a success- 
full commercial traveler, who dressed well, 
lived well, carried large amounts of money 
with him and wason a business tour through 
the principal cities of this country, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. What previous 
acquaintance existed between him and Max- 
WELL is unknown. There is evidence, how- 
ever, that MaxweLt, in the character of a 
young surgeon seeking a location, carefully at- 
tached himself to PRELLER and proposed to 
accompany him to San Francisco and thence 
to New Zealand, if a remittance expected 
from England should reach him in time. So 
they met in the Southern Hotel, MaAxwELu 
having arrived first on the last day of March, 
PRELLER is seen no more after Easter Sunday. 
That evening MaxWELL, a little tipsy with 
champagne, announces that his friend has 
gone to the country for a few days and that 
he will in the meantime pay for the room oc- 
cupied by Pre.vier’s trunks. Next day 
MAXWELL goes to ship a trunk, and is seen no 
more, but no suspicions are aroused till 4 
week's absence and a horrible smell attract 
the attention of the hotel people to the room. 
Then follow the discovery of the corpse be- 
lieved to be PRELLER’S, and other discoveries 
indicating that MaxweELi had chloroformed 
and poisoned his companion on the 
sixth of April, and slipped away next 
day, leaving the trunks in the rooms to 
ward off suspicion and investigation as long as 
possible. All this makes a pretty clear prima 
Jacie case of murder for money, by a man who 
coolly and accurately calculated the chance of 
committing such a murder in a city where he 
and his victim were both strangers, and getting 
thousands of miles away from the scene before 
the discovery of the crime. 

But the inscription in the trunk shows that 
the murderer had a confused notion that the re- 
mains would not be identified and would pass 
for those of some victim of an Irish secret so- 
ciety. If it was not at first his purpose to ship 
the remains tosome point from which the crime 
could not be traced back to the Southern Hotel, 
that inscription and some other acts of the 
murderer suggest a possibility that he was 
either a madman or preparing to set up the de- 
fense of insanity in case he should be caught. 
The story of the queer behavior of a young 
Englishman of his description on a railroad out 
West the other day may havea possible con- 
nection with that view of the matter. A few 
days, however, will throw more light on the 
subject, andin the meantime, whether Max- 
WELL is ever heard from again or not, the case 
plainly presents the features of a dime novel 
murder, committed by a needy young doctor for 


money.

Mr. Bayard'’s Minister to Rome. 
From a Richmond (Va.) Special. 
The appointment of Mr. A. M. Keiley of this city 
as United States Minister to Rome has been used by 
some few of his enemies here as an occasisn for re- 
viving a speech made by him on January 12, 1671. 
A mass meeting was held in St. Peter's Cathedral 
on that day to protest against the action of King 
Victor Emmanuel in forcibly occupying Rome. 
Mr. Keiley, on that occasion, was made chairman 
of the committtee on resolutions, and presented a 
number of resolutions to the meeting, which were 
adopted. These declared that “the Catholics of 
this diocese have witnessed with profoundes con- 
cern the cruel and causeless invasion of the Papal 
States by a neighboring sovereign and the sacrileg- 
ious violence with which the Holy Father has been 
driven from his home and bereft of his lawful! 
authority." Mr. Keily made a speech supporting 
these resolutions, in which he referred to Victor 
Emmanuel in severe terms, saying the cause that 
triumphed when King Victor Emmanuel crossed 
the frontier was the cause of the Socialists and in- 
fidels of Geneya—no more, no less. The local 
papers at the time reported these resolutions and 
Mr. Keiley’s speech very fully. It is said that 
copies of these have been sent to Rome, in the hope 
of having them pub ished by the papers there.

Now and 
then there is an aimless one among them, and 
of those who merely want to have a good time 
there are more at Dresden I am told than here. 
But most of them are hard students and deserve 
great respect. Yet I have wondered and I still 
wonder whether young girls, and girls not so 
young, ever take into account, as they settle 
down in the boarding-houses and lodging- 
houses of these citi what is the estimate 
put upon them and their missions here by the 
average European. I am persuaded that they 
do not. People here have no idea whatever of 


a state of society which allows young 
ladies to travel alone, live alone, re- 
ceive calls when and where they 


will, go anywhere and with whom they choose. 
This to the average European is simply the 
sign of being a dissolute person; and there are 
hundreds of our countrywomen who are 
watched and commented on, both by men and 
women, who, coming with the American free- 
dom, go to and fro entirely unaware of the 
severity of the judgment passed upon them. 
And then the gayety of the American man- 
ners, not tos of what passes as innocent 
flirtation with us, is looked upon as an open 
flinging out of the banner of readiness for im- 
moral relations.

The 
only way to escape being taken for people of 
the demi-monde is to be so entirely devoted to 
study as to quite silence all suspicion, to be 
really in love with work and give all time and 
thought to it.

LAST OF THE MOGULS, 


The Story of an Obscure Prince Who 
Died a Few Months Ago. 
From La Nouvelle Review, March 1. 

The last descendant of the dynasty of the 
Great Moguls, who was kept as a state prisoner 
at Rangoon by the English, has just died. He

Jewan Bukht was really the last survivor of 
the direct line of the royal house of Delhi. He 
was born there, in the palace itself, twenty

dynasty of the Emperors of Delhi, known 
under the somewhat inappropriate title of The 
Great Moguls. When the victorious Timour 
(the Tamerlane of our histories) came to die, 
his vast empire was divided, like that of 
Alexander in other days: and each of his heirs 
cut out for himself a kingdom to suit his taste, 
or better said, to suit his ability. Thus it was 
that Baber, his grandson, invaded India, and 
took ion of Delhi. He was as wise a 
statesman as he was an intrepid warrior; he 
united under his victorious ner all the 
adventurers of Central Asia, and these men 
were called by ihe Indian Moguls—a name 


improperly applied to the but given 
ya ad yy reason of the awful invasion of 
Genghis „ whereof the memory still 
remained. 


The name clung to them; and, by some 
strange anomaly, the r of the throne 
of Delhi has been and is still known in history 
as the Great Mogul. - At all events the occupa- 
tion of Delhi by Baber marked the beginning 
of the most brilliant period of that Mussulman 
domination in India which, by the historians 
of those times, was called Daulat-I-Taimouri 
“the State of Timour.” Even the family of 
the Great Mogul was called the Go 
Dynasty—from Gourgan, the place 
Tamerlane was born. 

It would uiré volumes to recount the 
splendors of those Great Moguls, the last ot 
whom has just disappeared in obscurity and in 
exile—without leaving one trace of his exist- 
ence—without provoking the least stir in the 

reat ocean of human thought and memory,
